Tisha B’Av 


Tisha B’ Av, the ninth day of the Jewish 
month of Av, is a day of mourning that 
commemorates the destruction of the 
first and second Temples in Jerusalem 
and the beginning of the Jewish exile 
from the land of Israel. Other 
catastrophes also associated with 
Tisha B’ Av are the suppression of the 
Bar Kochba rebellion (135 C.E.) and 
the expulsion of the Jews from 
England (1290 C.E.) and Spain (1492 
C.E.). Traditionally, Tisha B’Av is 
marked with a day of fasting and 
mourning. CSZ will observe the 
holiday of Tisha B’Av on Saturday, 
July 28 at 7 pm. 


Tu B’ Av, the fifteenth day of the month 
of Av, is a joyous midsummer festival 
in direct contrast to Tisha B’Av. The 
Talmud states, “There are no days as 
festive to Israel as those of Yom Kippur 
and the 15th of Av. The daughters of 
Israel used to dress in white and go out 
to the fields to dance...” (Ta’anit 4:8). 
This minor holiday serves as a transition 
to move us from the mourning of Tisha 
B’Av to the renewal of Elul and the 
New Year. This year, Tu B’Av falls on 
Saturday, August 4. All CSZ members 
are invited to mark this festival of love 
and redemption by wearing all white 
at our regular Friday evening service on 
August 3.

From the Rabbi’s Study 


Can you think of 
someone you can’t 
stand? How do you 
treat that person? Our 
Torah offers us some 
guidelines in one of 
") my favorite summer 
ee — Torah portions, the 
Rabbi Angel paaaeer Balak. In 
the story, we meet Balak, the King of 
the Moabites, who desires to place a 
curse upon the Israelites and drive 
them out from the land. In order to 
fulfill his intention, Balak calls upon 
the wicked prophet Bilaam and his 
amazing talking donkey. 


Bilaam is described in Talmudic litera- 
ture as being jealous, arrogant and 
greedy. Moreover, the Talmud accuses 
him of bestiality. Apparently his don- 
key was more than a vehicle used by 
day. By night, the rabbis imagined the 
donkey as an object of sexual pleasure. 


Nevertheless, the Torah indicates how 
solicitous God was of the honor of 
Bilaam, a despicable person who 
wanted to curse the Jewish people. The 
donkey, who refused to do his master’s 
bidding and who spoke - miraculously 
— to the heathen prophet Bilaam, this 
donkey was then killed by God. 


So, why was the donkey killed? What 
had it done to deserve death? Rabbi 
Chaim Shmulevitz, the great Mussar 
teacher of the Mirrer Yeshiva in Jeru- 
salem, explains that God killed the 
donkey because had the donkey lived, 
it would have been a reminder of 
Bilaam’s weakness and failure. The 
donkey was killed to preserve Bilaam’s 
honor. 


Similarly, the Torah has a very strange 
rule regarding a person who commits 
bestiality. The person is liable for the 
death penalty and so is the animal. 
The Talmud asks: “If the person sin- 
ned, where did the animal sin?” The 
animal has no free will. It cannot be 
presumed to have sinned.” The Tal- 
mud answers: “The animal is killed so 
that it should not pass through the 
marketplace and people will say this 
is the animal responsible for that per- 
son’s failure.’”

Israel GLBT leader looks forward 
to a “reclaiming” of Judaism

The worsening situation in Israel is already having an impact 
on the resources available to the Association of Gay Men, Les- 
bians, Bisexuals and Transgender People (the Aguda), accord- 
ing to the organization’s chairman, Etai Pinkas. 


In an interview with the Gaily Forward conducted on the same 
day as the terrorist attack on the disco at Tel Aviv’s Dolphinar- 
iam killing 20 Israeli teenagers, Pinkas described how the shift 
in Israel ‘s state budget away from localized spending on social 
welfare towards military priorities has already hit the organiza- 
tion. But even with reduced resources, he said, “We are going 
forward with an event for Gay Pride Day that is dedicated to 
gathering Palestinian and Israeli queer activists.” 


The make-up of the current Israeli government, heavily depend- 
ent on coalition partners from the Orthodox political parties, 
threatens to further undermine the Aguda’s aims of main- 
streaming the organization’s goals of providing support for GLBT 
youth and expanding AIDS education. Despite the harsh politi- 
cal climate however, the Aguda is forging ahead with a program 
of outreach and support that extends to the “Other Israel” beyond 
gay-friendly Tel Aviv. 


“Our emphasis in new programs is on places like Be’er Sheva and 
Kiryat Shemona. We need to give these young people an alter- 
native place where it is less difficult to be gay or lesbian. Many 
of the young people in the periphery are the children of Russian 
and Ethiopian immigrants. We are expanding our informational 
material in Russian and starting new youth groups for first-gen- 
eration Israelis,” Pinkas said. 


When informed that members of Sha’ar Zahav were looking 
for new ways to engage the congregation with the lives of GLBT 
people in Israel, Pinkas stated that this would mean much to the 
leadership of the Aguda. 


“We were so impressed by our visit to your congregation,” he said. 
“We met your rabbi on the High Holidays and we couldn't believe 
that such a rabbi existed! 


“We said to ourselves that we would like to explore creating a 
kind of Sha’ar Zahav experience here. It is time for GLBT peo- 
ple here to reclaim Judaism for themselves and we think you are 
the people who can help us do this the best,” Pinkas continued. 


“We need your financial support. But we would also like very much 
that the next time a delegation of GLBT people from San Fran- 
cisco comes here, Rabbi Angel can be on the trip and lead serv- 
ices here.”

In the following interview, Karen shares 
her thoughts on the synagogue: 


TGF: Karen, when did you join the synagogue? 


Karen: I joined CSZ about five years ago. 
I had been coming to High Holiday 
services for years, and one year was really 
touched by Rabbi Kahn’s sermon. I 
thought to myself, “I should become a 
part of this place.” I had not been a tre- 
mendously spiritual person and thought 
that by joining the synagogue it would 
all come together — that I might find 
religion. 


TGF: And did you? 


Karen: Well, not yet. I am still exploring 
the religious side of CSZ. I really enjoyed 
Phyllis Mintzer’s class, Prayerbook 
Hebrew. I figured that if I understood 
more of the language, the prayers would 
mean more. It was fun to hang out and 


study with people of all backgrounds and 
comfort with Judaism in such a relaxed 
and supportive environment. 


TGF: How did you get involved in the syna- 
gogue? 


Karen: Batya Kaylis and Rose Katz hit 
me up to join the Newsletter Committee 
as soon as I signed up; I don’t think the 
ink was dry on my membership applica- 
tion. I became involved with both the 
High Holiday Usher Committee and the 
Finance Committee because of Lea 
Salem, our synagogue administrator. Lea 
and I were chatting one day and she asked 
me what I did for a living. She put two 
and two together and asked me to help 
the synagogue in areas that were famil- 
iar to me professionally. 


TGF: What is your vision for the newsletter? 


Karen: The newsletter should continue 
to be readable and enjoyable. We hope 
that the calendar will be posted on 
everyone’s bulletin board or fridge. 


We are one of the communication vehi- 
cles for the synagogue. So if you are a 
committee chair, planning an event for

TGF: What is your greatest sources of satis- 
faction from volunteering at CSZ?

What a significant lesson! We are 
commanded to preserve the honor 
even of the person who is abhorrent to 
us, who behaves in a manner which 
infuriates us. Why? Simply because 
that person also is created in God’s 
image and the mitzvah of kavod ha- 
b’riyot (honor to all creations) applies 
to him or her as well. 


It isn’t difficult to honor those whom 
we love or with whom we agree. It is 
a challenge, however, to honor those 
whom we can’t stand or with whom we 
disagree strongly. This challenge is 
important to us in our personal lives 
and in the national life of the people 
of Israel both here and in the State of 
Israel. It is a particularly worthwhile 
challenge to bear in mind as we enter 
into the period of the Three Weeks 
leading to Tisha B’ Av, the mourning 
of the destruction of the Temple, 
which tradition teaches was destroyed 
because of unwarranted hatred of one 
Jew toward another. 


It is a tenuous time for us as Jews; a 
vicious time on the world scene and we 
are trying to navigate through wicked 
prophets and talking donkeys. It is a 
time for deep contemplation; it is a 
partial mourning period. For me, it 
was the first time in my rabbinic career 
that I advised a congregant not to send 
her teenage daughter to Israel this 
summer. This was a most difficult 
choice. May we pray for peace and the 
end to all this killing. May the summer 
which ends with Elul, our season of 
renewal, be one of healing!
